Luther Memorial, the host church to the 57th annual convention of 

the Synod, is a cathedral-like building situated opposite Lathrop Hall 
on the campus of the University of Wisconsin. It was built in 1923 
with ministry to the students of the University as one of its main objec- 
tives. It is admirably adapted to the housing of a convention such as that 
of the Synod of the Northwest. The auditorium seats 1,800 persons. 
The carved stone altar, the richly colored tapestries, the handsome art 
glass windows, the stately columns, and the high vaulted ceiling all 
blend into a grand and harmonious interior inspiring to worship. 


The pastor is the Rev. C. A. Puls, D.D. He and his office staff, choirs, 
usher organizations and women outdid themselves to make the delegates 
comfortable and the course of convention procedure smooth. The active 
planning of these people and the quiet influence of the churchly build- 
ing had much to do with the inspiration both in the hearts of the pastors 
and lay delegates and in the resolutions that grew out of this meeting.

5 REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


The Synod rejoices again to meet in Luther Memorial church at the beautiful 
campus of the University of Wisconsin. It met here first in 1924 when the congre- 
gation was rejoicing in the acquirement of its fine new building. Between that time 
and this the congregation has seen great changes. There were dark days when it looked 
as if the beautiful church would be lost to the congregation and Synod. But thanks 
to the Board of American missions which, in 1937, bought it in at a foreclosure sale 
forced upon it by impatient creditors, the congregation has been developing steadily in 
its courage, faith and loyalties until now it is a pillar of strength among the great 
churches of the Synod. 
| Organized in 1906 with the mend of the avs students as the great incentive 
the congregation built its first church in 1915, but as early as 1920 was forced to 
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think in larger terms. The present building was finished in 1923 under the pastorate 
of the Rev. A. J. Soldan who continued as pastor until 1928. He was succeeded 
the Rev. C. J. Rockey who ministered to the congregation through the dark days o 
the depression. 
After the refinancing of the church debt, the Rev. Edwin Moll, 3 served for 
three years. At the same time the Board of Education resumed its activity in behalf 
of students by calling the Rev. Edward Blenker who, as a student, had supplied at 
Luther Memorial during its vacancy. He also served as assistant to Dr. Moll. It was 
during his ministry at the University that the other Lutheran bodies represented in the 
American Lutheran confecence joined with our Board of Education, thus making him 


the first student pastor to work for all groups now represented in the National Lutheran 


council. 
Since th: coming of the present pastor, the Rev. C. A. Puls, D.D., in 1940, the 


congregation, like the boy Christ, has increased both in wisdom and stature and in 
favor with God and man. A comparison of the statistics between 1940 and 1946 
demonstrates 2 growth:

Bereavements and Serious Illnesses 


Several of the parsonages have been saddened by losses of loved ones. Mrs. W. J. 
Stromberg of Albert Lea and the Rev. Paul Waldschmidt of Mt. Carmel, Minneapolis, 
lost their fathers. Pastor W. J. Stromberg of Salem, Albert Lea, and the Rev. A. C. 
M. Ahlen of Hope, Minneapolis, and Mrs. E. L. Moerke of Milwaukee, lost their 
mothers. Pastor C. T. Breest lost both his parents within a short interval. 


The whole Synod mourns the death of its beloved former president, the Rev. G. 
Keller Rubrecht, D.D., who died at his home in North Platte, Nebraska, on February 
5, 1947. As the president who brought the Synod through the trying days of the 
Seminary's formation and also strengthened its stewardship program, President Ru- 
brecht will long be remembefed as one of the pillars of the Synod. 


‘The Synod has been blessed by good health among its ministers. Three of its pas- 
tors suffered extended illnesses but all seem to have recovered fully: Pastors Birch, 
George Dressler, and Huffman. Dr. Raun has recovered from his n. sufficiently to 
resume his duties at Northwestern Seminary. i | 


Pastors’ Salaries 


| Sixty-eight 3 raised their pastors’ salaries by an average of $395. 00. 
Twenty-nine failed to do so at all. The average for all parishes in the Synod exclud- 
ing two having student supplies increased from $2,553.78 with parsonage in 1946 
to $2,759.64 in 1947. In this computation an arbitrary figure of $500 was deducted 

from the 18 salaries out of which pastors must pay house rent. 


The whole matter of pastors’ salaries should be one of great concern to all lay rep- 
resentatives of the churches present. It is a grievous situation when 55 pastors must 
live in these days on no more than $200 a month. Most of them have worn-out cars 
and the cost of everything is beyond their reach. The mission board and the Synod 
have tried to help those whom they pay in whole or in part, but the others are wholly 
dependent upon the initiative of the leaders in their congregations for any increases in 
salary. Very few of them are mercenary. But their freedom of thought for devotion 
to spiritual meditation and ministrations is always hampered when they are worried . 
about the payment of bills for the maintenance of their family life. Only 21 parishes. 
in the Synod pay their pastors as much as $300 monthly. In what other learned pro- 
fession do men have to serve ee such meager financial returns? 5 


THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Long usage has made an annual report on the State of the Church an expected part 
of the president's duties. The former State of the Church’’ blanks furnished and 
asked by the ULCA office were rather burdensome, so the Synod asked that they be 
used only every three years. In the intervening years your president compressed the 
questions on which he needed information to the scope of a postcard, and made his 
report largely from other sources of information. In 1941 the Church designed a new 
form known as Report on the Manifested Life of the Congregation. Your president 
summarized significant returns from that form in that year. This year they are again in 
use, and he has distributed them to all congregations and received returns from all pe 
tors but one. 

In most of the life evidenced in the 52 questions on the bak the Synod or the 
Northwest is almost uniform and in line with the highest standards of Lutheran doc 
trine and practice. While the ULCA office will doubtless use all of the data entered, 
covering the whole Church, this report to you notices only the items that concern 
phases of congregational life either not previously reported or vital now as revealing 
trends or changes. Certain sections have been referred to * or agencies of the 


Synod especially charged with the activities they cover. 
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Worship 


The number of communion services through the year varies from three to 40. But 
since the question asks that each service be counted even when more than one are held 
the same day the reports are not accurate as to the number of seasonal opportunities 
offered to individual members. Twenty-eight churches report six such services; 18 less 
than six; 33 between seven and nen, and 26 twelve or more. 


Evangelism 


Under Evangelism it is interesting to note that of 5, 838 accessions reported, 1,817 
were from other ULCA churches, but 556 members were dismissed to other ULCA 
churches; 1,591 came from other Lutheran synods and 464 were dismissed to non- 
ULCA churches; 1,391 accessions were designated as from the world. A total of 
249 came from Roman catholicism, while only 149 were reported lost to it. 

In this connection, a revealing answer to prevalent propaganda is that whereas 
there were 115 marriages of Lutherans (57 male and 58 female) performed by Catho- 
lic — there were 209 of Catholics performed by our pastors (118 men, 91 
women | 


Organization 


Under Organization of 102 Women's Missionary societies, 95 are affiliated with 
the church-wide Society; of 93 Luther Leagues, 69 are affiliated and of 65 brother- 
hoods only 37. 

The movement to combine all women’s organizations into one seems to meet little 
favor in this Synod. Twenty-six congregations report such a unified organization. 


Miscellaneous 
The educational level of the membership is shown by the reports from 83 congre- 
_ gations that a total of 2,878 members are college graduates. Nine say none, one rela- 
tively few, and 11 say they don’t know. Thirty-six churches have periodic meetings 
of representatives of all organizations. 

There are still 61 congregations that do not bond their treasurers and 8 that do 
not have their financial accounts audited annually. Likewise, 20 have not had their 
g appraised since 1940. 

n these days of good attendances it is interesting to know that of 107 i 
reporting, only 8 seat more than 750, 3 between 501 and 749, 43 seat between 201 
and 500, 43 between 101 and 200, and 10 seat 100 or under. 


Problems 


| Among 2 especially mentioned by local pastors the most eee is that of 
lack of buildings and special facilities for expanding needs. This is always a sign of 

Christ's power—‘‘And the nets were breaking. | 
Four report too much work to care for the whole parish.’’ Four report lack of 
sufficient lay leadership, One specifies a ‘‘static’’ church council due to no provision for 
rotating councilmen. 
A few complain of local conditions, such as limited fields, lack of music instruction 


in the public schools, changing communities, young people leaving as they grow up, 


too many outdoor attractions, too much tavern life, community cliques, labor 
and race problems, competition from other Lutheran churches, predominance of Catho- 
lics, a scattered parish or a non-Lutheran community. One even says the weather 
affects attendance. Should not these be challenges to greater. evangelism, a better im- 
pact on social conditions and a closer identification of the church with community life? 
; A few also speak of internal problems such as a history of short pastorates, back- 
sliding members, apathy toward local or church-wide activities, heavy debt, etc. Sev- 
eral ask more synodical help in stewardship and leadership training. These and other 
particular problems are good guides for special activities of your president and our two 
special secretaries. 

On the whole the statements of problems are evidences of honest facing of situa- 
tions. A few used the report as an opportunity for airing complaints, which in itself 
is a good thing. But the general conclusion drawn from a study of these reports is 
that the pastors and churches of the Synod are loyal, alert, devoted to the task com- 
mitted by our Lord to the Church, and undaunted by the opposition of the world, 
the flesh, and the devil.

This report would not be complete without a reference to the joy your president 
has experienced in his task through the year and in preparing this summary. Whatever 
difficulties there have been are largely in tue nature of growing pains’ and the ad- 
justment of a living and thriving organism to recurrent internal hindrances and to 
continuing obstacles in the secular world. Against these things we have not only the 
eternal promises of Christ for His Church but His very Presence in and with us all. 
It is heavenly bliss to find so much faith in this fact among the brethren both in offi- 
cial synodical and seminary positions, but especially in the pastorates, whether promi- — 
nent or obscure. The evidence of it is the progress of the Synod as a whole.

194 7, were $174,064.86 or 80% of the quota assigned by the National Lutheran 
. ee While it seems reasonable to assume that our Synod will meet its two-year 

quota, we must bear in mind that Lutherans in other lands are still suffering desper- 
ately. For their sakes, we dare not let an accomplished quota retard our efforts, but 
keep on telling our people of the conditions that demand their help. Where such in- 
formation has been given persistently, members have responded generously and often 
to aid world Lutheranism in a critical hour. 
Our conference and group directors deserve our appreciation for the time and effort 
they have given to help our Synod measure up to its L. W. A. responsibilities. These 
men, Pastors Dion, F. H. Hansen, Ihlenfeld, McCreary, Overdier, H. E. Peterson, 
Piehl, Puls, Rees, Simmons, Streich and Wetzler helped to formulate the plan of 
monthly contributions and offered their assistance to congregations in promoting the 
appeal. The effectiveness of their work is revealed in the fact that 22,000 L. X 
envelope cartons were ordered by the churches of our Synod.

Nearly all our time was occupied with the home mission activities of the Synod. 
As these are covered in the report of the president of the Synod serving as acting mis- 
sionary superintendent they need not be included in this report. Other actions of the 
Committee were the following: 

1. Pastors Carl A. Almer and Giri E. Dressler were called to be synodical mis- 
sionaries. 

2. Because it was almost impossible for Missionary 3 to rent a suitable 


- house in Minneapolis your Committee voted to purchase a home for his use. It is 


expected that the cost will be amortized out of the rental. 
3. In answer to a request from the Sunday school association of the Wisconsin 


conference for approval of a plan to purchase property for a camp site the following 


resolution was adopted:

1. “But one thing is needful. ; 
Amid unprecedented growth and 3 lurks the danger of devoting so much 
effort to physical needs that we become Martha colleges. Should such become true, 
our total purpose would be defeated. 


Religious Life 

A church college such as 8 offers abundant opportunities for e 
of wholesome Christian life through all courses and activities. I can enumerate only 
the more obvious. 

Chaplain E. B. Keisler has proven an effective student leader. Associated with him 
in the Bible Department is Dr. Harold Bernhardt. The two men are teaching eight 
sections of Freshman Bible, besides the various courses for advanced classes. Dr. 
Keisler is also the spiritual adviser to the many students. 

A Sunday evening service is now being held at the College. Two services are held 
each Sunday morning by the Rev. Paul Hersch to provide for the growing student group 
and the increased local congregation. The Lutheran Student Association, the Luther 


League, the YWCA, the Prayer Fellowship and the various dormitory groups have all 


shown increased vigor this year. 

The Pre-Theological group now numbers 43 men. Of these, 16 have come from 
the Synod of the Northwest. 

The College is grateful to the Service Commission of the National Lutheran Council 
for $1,300 received for spiritual work among our increased student group. 


3. Students 

The 77th year at Carthage opened with the greatest enrollment in history—392 
freshmen, 117 sophomores, 59 Juniors and 38 seniors—a total of 629 students. 
Again, Carthage stands highest among all ULCA colleges in percentage of students 
who are Lutherans. From 62 per cent at Carthage, the percentage of Lutherans ranges 
down to only 13 per cent at one ULCA institution. The percentage of increase in 
enrollment at Carthage is also higher than the ULCA average. Returned service men 
and women account for 254 of the Carthage enrollment. |. 

_ The congregational scholarship has been increased in value to $280, payable $70 
per year. Students in the upper half of their high school class, who are members in 
good standing in one of our supporting congregations and recommended by the pastor 
are eligible. We urge that youth in all congregations be informed of this opportunity 
in their own Church College. 

The enrollment for 1947-48 will be limited to 800 students. More will apply. 
Lutheran students should be urged to submit applications early. }

5. Finances 
The accompanying l report was taken directly from the We 31 
1946, audit prepared by certified public accountants, Gray, Hunter, Stenn & Co. 

Again it will be noted that the College is in stable financial position. The Endow- 
ment Fund includes $277,000 in War Bonds while the rest is mainly in farm lands 
or loans acquired at depression levels. 

It will be seen that expefiditures exceeded income last year by $10,139.88. This 
‘was due to preparations for the great enrollment of 1946-47, including $24,000 for 
erecting one-story dormitories, building sewers and making other major improvements. 
Except for Memorial Hall, the construction, remodeling and furnishings for the 600 
enrollment was paid out of current operations. 


6. The Church Dollar : 

For the year 1943-44 it cost the. {hens Church $300 for every student. This 
year, Carthage expects to receive from the Lutheran Church a total of $47,000. With 
629 students enrolled, the per-student cost to the Lutheran Church is only $76.30! 
True, a greater Lutheran College will require more Church dollars. But the Church 
receives greater returns for every dollar invested. 7 


7. Memorial Hall . 

On November 13, 1946, the first men moved into Memorial Hall. It is now housing 
164 men. Ninety per cent are Lutherans and 73 per cent are veterans. 

We do regret that costs increased even while the building was under construction. 
Total cost of the building will be approximately $245,000. As of January 25, 1947, 
we had received $143,846. 

The Church is invited to the formal dedication of Memorial Hall, Sunday afternoon, 
June 8. Commencement will be held June 9 with our Pomident, Franklin Clark Fry, 


as speaker. 


8. Government Projects 

Through the aid of the Government, a group of seven barracks buildings were 
received without cost. These “were re-constructed into one-story dormitories with 
arrangements for two students per room, hot water heat and the usual ‘equipment. 
This project now provides for 106 men. 

The second project was constructed at Government expense and provides for 21 
attractive apartments for married veterans. All are fully occupied. 

The Federal Works Agency has awarded Carthage a cafeteria building which is to 
be built this spring and summer and fully equipped at Government expense. Perhaps 
it would be proper to think of the greatest need at Carthage—a need the Government 
cannot provide—the new — 
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9. The Outlook 

Enrollments can be expected to increase. By 1960 our entolfniait will be greater 
than in 1947. These thousands will be tomorrow's leaders. Shall they become Christian 
leaders? The Church holds the answer today. 

Clear thinking, statesmanship of the highest order is needed if the Church is to 
keep her place in higher education. Carthage College can be expanded to become a 
still more effective instrument of the Church. 

In behalf of all who have responsibilities at Carthage College, let me thank the 
Northwest Synod for her support. We are grateful to all who have invested in Memorial 
Hall during the year past. — the work of this Christian college be richly blest and 


bring increasing returns.

REPORT OF THE DELEGATION TO THE 
ULCA CONVENTION. 


The full delegation as elected at the Red Wing convention of the Synod without the 
necessity of calling upon any alternates was present at the convention of the United 
_ Lutheran Church in America in Cleveland, Ohio, October 5-12, 1946. Aside from 
the inspiration afforded by the great assembly and the program manned largely by the 
new younger element in the church all of which has been reported in the church papers, 
your delegation took part in such deliberations as concerned the Northwest Synod's 
part in the whole program of the church. Special mention should be made of the sad- 
ness engendered by the absence of the well-loved leader of the church, the late Presi- 
dent Knubel, and by the retirement at the convention of the venerable secretary, Dr. 

areever. Your delegation admired the care with which President Fry presided with a 
view to a clear understanding of all the issues that arose and rejoiced in the election 
of the Rev. F. Eppling Reinartz, D.D., as the new secretary. It was also proud of 
the address made by Treasurer Jensen in memoriam to Dr. Knubel at the laymen's 
banquet and of our own member, the Rev. Dr. Edwin Moll, in the impressive presen- 
tation he made in behalf of the Foreign mission board. One of our younger delegates, 
the Rev. C. H. Zeidler, presented an important motion which met the immediate favor 
of an overwhelming majority after hours had been spent in previous attempts to bring 
the convention to agreement on the same subject. 

The Synod was honored by the election of several of its members to boards of the 
church so that it now is represented on all the boards that administer the church’ 8 
benevolence. 

The big items of business concerned the benevolences and the pensions plan. The 
budget adopted for 1948 calls for $2,750,000 and for 1949 $3,000,000. In addi- 
tion to that the convention resolved to strive for 200% of the 1948 objective as a 

special the 30th anniversary of the 
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A supplemental plan for the ministerial pensions came into being which guarantees 


to the elder pastors a sum additional to the original non-contributory pension which 
if the benevolence increases as hoped for will practically double the pension to pastors 
now 50 years old or older. A plan for pensions for lay employees of the church was 
also perfected. 

Other items of importance were the „ of the Lutheran World Federa- 
tion, the resolve to explore the possibilities of the establishment of a post-graduate 
theological seminary by the National Lutheran council, plans to study the problems of 
parochial schools, and for the establishment of a bureau of church architecture. Age 
limits were proposed for the elective en of the church and staff members of the 
various boards. 


The following amendments to the constitution of the United Lutheran Church of 
America were adopted ne presentation to the synods and are hereby presented to this 


convention for action: 

Article VI, Section 3: Strike ei comma after the word faith and before

Section 3 of Article VI would then read: | , 
“Section 3. To express outwardly the spiritual unity of Lutheran congre- 


gations and synods, to cultivate cooperation among all Lutherans in the promo- 


tion of the general interests of the Church, to seek the unification of all Lu- 
therans in one orthodox faith; and in order to further such spiritual unity and 

cooperation, to establish, maintain and operate, in conjunction with other Lu- 
theran general bodies, a post-graduate Lutheran theological seminary; and thus 
to develop and unfold the specific Lutheran principle and practice and make 
their strength effective. 


Article IX. Section 1: Insert, immediately after the second sentence and 
immediately before the third sentence, the following: No one shall be eligible 
* election or re-election to these offices after he shall have reached the age of 

years. 

Section 1 of Article IX would then read: 

“Section 1. The officers of the United Lutheran Church in America shall be 
a President, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. The President shall be an ordained 
minister of the Church. No one shall be eligible for election or re-election to 
these offices after he shall have reached the age of 68 years. The officers shall be 


elected by ballot at each regular convention, but shall not take office until the 


first day of the third month after their election. 

‘Article XIII, Section 4: Add at end of present Section 4 of Article XIII, 
the following words: No salaried member of the executive staff of a board or 
agency may be continued in employment after December 31 of the year in which 
the age of 68 shall have been attained.” 


Section 4 of Article XIII would then read: | 
Section 4. The Boards, unless otherwise 8 shall have power to 
elect their own officers and employees, and to carry on their work in accordance 
with the design of their appointment. No member of a Board shall be a salaried 
employee thereof. No salaried member of the executive staff of a board or 
agency may be continued in employment after December 31 of the year in 
which the age of 68 shall have been attained. 88

It is a long, 
exhausting Wait that must be endured before an old person can gain admittance to a 
home today. The survey made in Wisconsin by the Lutheran Charities Council showed 
ae that this need is desperate, and that there are hundreds of aged Lutherans in Wisconsin | 
Lif eager to get into homes | 
* (2) The Lutheran Welfare Society of Wisconsin celebrated its tenth anniversary. 
The Society is headed by Mr. Morris Hursh, executive secretary, who is assisted by a 
corps of 23 full time workers, 8 part time workers, and volunteers. 
In 1937 the Society served 185 children. In 1946 it served 520 children. In 1937 
four children were placed for adoption. Sixty were placed in 1946. Thirty-eight un- 
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married mothers were cared for in 1937; 215 in 1946. In 1937 1,141 individuals 
were served in 20 institutions. In 1946 21,169 were served in 85 institutions. In 
1937 the total income was $2,097.41. The total income in 1946 was $95,108.77. 
The Society has about 15,000 contributing members, or about eight per cent of 
the National Lutheran Council membership in Wisconsin.

By arrangement with the 
8 of American Missions they are using the building formerly used as the hospice

A meeting of e of Lutheran social welfare agencies operating in Minne- 
sota was held on November 18, 1946, out of which grew a resolution approved by 
all present asking the National Lutheran Council through its division of welfare to 
make a survey of all Lutheran welfare work being done in the state and to help in the 
formation of a Lutheran council of social agencies for the state.

REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION SUPERINTENDENT 


The Home Mission progress of the Synod since the last convention surpasses that 
of any previous year. The congregations have been well-manned, there being no ex- 
tended vacancies; local strength has increased, self support attained by two and ap- 
proached by others, debts reduced in all that still owed. A general spirit of Christian 
zeal has been manifest. The attached tabulation is a statistical record of some of these 
facts. 


‘ Doubled Organizing Personnel 


The outstanding achievement of the year has been the doubling of the Sn of 
synodical field missionaries by the — and acceptance of the calls of the Rev. Carl 
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A. Almer and the Rev. George E. Dressler to this work. Both have entered upon their 
tasks with enthusiasm. At the same time Synodical Missionary Milan E. Swasko has 
demonstrated his consecrated ability by bringing into organized being a well-founded 
church at Deephaven, Minnesota; and the veteran D. H. Shelhart not only organized 
Fox Point but attained the honor of writing a manual for missionaries now on the 
Presses of the United Lutheran Publication House and of being used by the Board of 
American missions as special lectufer at Lake Wauwasee, in California, and at Western 
Theological seminary. The Board has also sent several newly called missionaries to 
interview and work under him to learn his spirit and methods. 


Attain Self Support 


St. John's, Killdeer, under the pastorate of the Rev. Ingolf B. Kindem asked no 
further home mission aid. This congregation organized in 1917 has maintained a 
steady development ever since the end of the drought which together with the economic 
depression gave it severe difficulty. Even through those hard times it was a great force 
in upholding the spiritual tone and the morale of the community. It is the only 
Protestant church in the town and its membership extends up to 40 miles distant. The 
church is out of debt. 

Whitnall Park, Hales Corners: This congregation has been known as a mission“ 
only technically. It came into the Synod from another body in 1940 and asked no aid 
toward the pastor's salary. It needed a building and because of the difficulty of ad just - 
ing it to the rules required for church extension loans, the Board of American mis- 
sions granted it salary aid’’ in order to release the congregation’s own funds to repay 
a commercial loan which enabled it to build. Under the efficient administration of Pas- 
tor C. W. Hornburg the congregation has attained self-support prior to the ten years 
originally granted. Besides this the congregation shared Pastor Hornburg with Bethle- 
e Durham, which he served until 1945 thus bringing that congregation also into 
t ynod. 


Last Year's Accessions © 


| Mt. Zion, Wauwatosa, organized April 14, 1946, called the Rev. James D. Bartsch, 
effective September 1, 1946. It has purchased property for a parsonage which it plans 
to build this summer. It is also seeking a location for a prospective new church, mean- 
while continuing to meet in a school house. 
Emanuel, Menominee: This congregation, served since 1933 by pastors of St. 
James’, Marinette, applied for aid toward securing its own pastor. After investigation 
the Board accepted it as a mission and on July 10, 1946, the Rev. George H. Gerber- 
ding became its pastor. It has a small church building which it believes to be poorly 
located and has purchased property on a prominent highway more central to the grow- 
ing part of the city. It is planning to build a parsonage this summer and ann to get 
started on a new church building in 1948. 


New Organizations 
Two new congregations have come into being: 
Grace, Deephaven, Minnesota, organized under the leadership of Milan E. Swasko 
on December 15, 1946, with 56 charter members. 
Fox Point, Milwaukee County, Wisconsin, organized ‘under the e of D. H. 
Shelhart on March 30, 1946, with 90 charter members. | 


‘Two others are in process of formation: 
St. Cloud, Minnesota: Synodical missionary Carl A. Almer canvassed the north 


side of the granite city and found several unchurched families desirous of having a 
Protestant church in that portion of the city. Since the field was not sufficiently prom- 
ising to warrant a full-time pastor your committee in consultation with the Board of 
American missions officials agreed to ask the Holdingford- Elm Dale congregations to 
release Pastor Wylock J. E. Scott for part-time service there. This was agreed to by 
the congregations and Pastor Scott now holds services in the St. Cloud Hotel every 
Sunday morning at 9 a. m. 

South Side, Fargo: Synodical missionary Almer canvassed the south side of Fargo 
late in the winter and found a good field with a sufficient nucleus of interested families, 
to begin services in the branch Sunday school which St. Mark’s church had continued 
there fot 16 years. The services are now being held regularly and the field is being 
— looking toward the organization of a new congregation. 
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West Side, W A new field is being surveyed by Synodical missionary 
George E. Dressler on the west side of Waukesha. This is at the request. of yan ee church 
council of St. Luke’ 8, that city. 


Regional Committees 


All of the new fields have been approved by the regional home mission committees 
of the Commission of American missions of the National Lutheran Council.

Butte, Montana: The Rev. George M. Overdier resigned United church, effective 
May 30, 1946, and was succeeded by the Rev. D. N. Jensen immediately. 
Bethlehem, Portage, became vacant through the resignation of Pastor W. M. Stuhr, 8 
effective April 15, 1947. 
Calvary, Two Rivers, has accepted the resignation of the Rev. E. J. Blenker, effec- 


tive August 1, 1947. 
Salary Aid 


The Board of Anan missions has recognized the difficulties under the rapidly 
increasing cost of living and granted to each missionary a bonus for 1946 equivalent 
to 15% of the salary aid appropriated. It also voted to continue such a bonus through 
the first half of 1947 with the probability that it will be continued throughout the year. 
; The concern of the Board for the present welfare of its missionaries is apparent also 

in the fact that it grants hospitalization insurance to all of its mission pastors. And in 
these days of housing difficulties it has encouraged mission congregations to build or 
purchase parsonages whenever possible by very liberal loans. 


Building Problems 

The greatest difficulty in the home mission administration continues to be the prob- 
lem of church buildings. The lifting of priorities has been of little relief because of 
the scarcity and excessive cost both of materials and labor. Nine organized congrega- 
tions are at present worshipping in rented halls. Only one has succeeded in entering 
its own place of worship. That is at Butte, Montana, where United church, helped by 
liberal loans from the Board of American missions, has acquired a centrally located 
property and remodeled the whole building on it into an attractive and churchly chapel. 
There is a modern apartment attached which serves as parsonage. 

Wisconsin Dells: Bethany church has its architectural plans and financing completed. 
The members of the congregation quarried their own stone and delivered it to the church 
site. It expects to build this summer. 

Faith, Lilac Way, Minneapolis, and Faith, South Beloit, are utilizing the time until 
it is practicable to build in perfecting their architectural plans. Both cohgregations. 
adopted what looked like satisfactory financing plans in 1945 but the rising costs have 
made it necessary to delay their building. Fortunately an old residence on the property 
of Faith, Lilac Way, acquired in 1945, has been usable, after considerable remodeling, 
for a great many of the educational and social activities of the church. It still worships 
in a rented hall. 

Trinity, Ft. Atkinson; St. Timothy’s, Menasha, and Calvary, Two Rivers, are all 
engaged in studying architectural plans, meantime raising funds to make possible build- 
ing in 1948 or soon thereafter. 

The two newest congregations, at Fox Point and Deephaven, are seeking suitable 
church property. 

The church extension division of the Board of American missions, though handi- 
capped by the immense rush of applications for counsel and financial aid in building 
(there are over 150 unhoused missions in the ULCA), has been most cooperative on 
the territory of this Synod. Mr. Elwood L. Bowman, secretary for church extension, 
e visited 11 fields and counseled with pastors and building committees late in 
Fynodlical Expansion 

Rocky Bey: The Board of American missions transferred the Rocky Boy mission 

from its division on Latin America to the Division of English home missions and has 
asked the Northwest Synod to exercise the same supervision over that work as it does 
over its own congregations. It is therefore proper to report that the veteran mission- 
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ary W. H. Gable and his wife left the field last October nad were succeeded by the 
Rev. and Mrs. George M. Overdier. With the approval of the synodical committee 
the Board has called Miss Marie Jensen, recent graduate of the Baltimore motherhouse, 
as full-time missionary. Rocky Boy's Snanciat support | comes entirely from the funds 
a the Women’s missionary society. 
Lancaster-Burton: Two congregations in southwestern Wisconsin have applied aie 
membership in the Synod and for home mission aid. They are Christ church, Lancas- 


ter, Wisconsin, and St. Paul's, Burton. These up to this time were part of a seven- 


congregation parish organized by the Rev. J. J. Lippoldt who, when he began his 
work about 12 years ago, was a member of the ALC. He began serving the congrega- 


tion which then existed. He has organized all of the other six himself and two years 


ago left that Synod with all seven of the congregations. A year ago the parish engaged 
2 Northwestern seminary graduate, the Rev. Clarence Hansen, as an assistant. The 
work has continued to progress to such an extent that they both feel the need of a 
realignment and division of the parish. The two present pastors will take groups of 
three and two, respectively, and these two congregations will make a third parish and 
will need a new man. 

Burton is an unorganized village in a widespread rural community without any 
church whatsoever. St. Paul’s congregation, organized in 1935, has a church fully paid 
for. It numbers about 70 communing members. Lancaster is a county seat serving a 
trade area of about 6,000 population. It is a growing city. There is no other Lu- 
theran church. Christ church has about 30 members, owns no property and is wor- 
shipping in a hall. It was organized in 1945. 


Synodical Missions 
_ Stimulated by the example of the Board of American missions the synodical com- 


mittee at its May, 1946, meeting recognized the utter inadequacy of the salaries of 


some of the pastors of smaller congregations in the Synod. It therefore voted to give 


aid from synodical home mission funds to the Holdingford-Elm Dale parish and the 


Winona, Minnesota, congregation. At the same time it bn its appropriations 
to St. Luke’s, Oxboro, and Faith, Swanburg. 


Since that time the Holdingford- Elm Dale avis; in view of the addition of the 
St. Cloud field to its pastor’s duties, has been taken over by the Board of American 


missions, the Synod continuing however to pay a small amount as car ‘expense for the 


missionary pastor. 
St. Luke’s, Oxboro, has experienced a change of pastorate, the Rev. F. C. Heglund 
succeeding the Rev. J. R. Sonnenberg November 6, 1946. 


Faith, Swanburg, was shocked by the early resignation of the Rev. G. T. L. Jacob- 
son at the end of July, 1946, but was greatly relieved by the return of its former pas- 


tor, the Rev. Ray Johnson, on September 1, 1946. 
Faith, Winona: The Rev. M. W. Peterson resigned the pastorate effective April 6, 


1947. Candidate John Simonds has accepted the call to be his successor upon ordina- 


tion. 


Holy Trinity, Tabor: This congregation, organized in 1890 as a Slovak church, | 


has been served with English services by the pastors of St. Mark’s, Grand Forks, since 


1933. It called the Rev. William H. Gable, D.D., to serve it as a separate charge be- 


ginning October 1, 1946. The Synod has accepted it as a synodical mission and is 
aiding toward the pastor's salary. 


Women's 1 Society 


The Wisconsin conference Women’s missionary society continues its valuable finan- 
cial support toward the missions in its state. The Central conference society also helps 


its new missions by material gifts, having again done so for the vemos church. 


The. synodical committee is deeply grateful for this aid. 


Regional Committees 


here are five regional committees of the Commission of American missions of the 
National Lutheran council on the territory of the Northwest Synod. Three of them 
within the past year have been asked for clearance of fields for this Synod and all such 
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requests have been granted. This is a mark not only of increasing unity in the Lu- 
theran church but of its zeal for home mission enen, to cover ehe land with the 


glory of the Gospel.

Pastor W. p. Gerberding presented the 
REPORT OF THE FOREIGN MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


World-wide mission interest has again perceptibly increased since our last convention. 
We feel that our global work is one major factor in the rise in our benevolent receipts. 
Special offerings also to foreign missions have grown. Three such items are noteworthy : 
two large anonymous gifts, to foreign missions by two of our laymen, and the first 
synodical congregation to assume full support of an ordained missionary. Holy Trinity, 
Minneapolis, is sponsoring Missionary Douglas Erickson in China. A recent anonymous 
letter offered to assume the cost of repairs caused by a hurricane in British Guiana, 
which amounts to a considerable gift. In every way one can feel the tremendous earnest- 
ness of our people concerning the world-wide evangelization. : 

Only one new missionary was called from our Synod as against four last year. The 
Rev. Robert P. Roth, Ph.D., has been called and commissioned as professor of Luthergiri 
Seminary, Rajahmundry, India. We feel this to be a distinct honor to our Synod as it is 
probably one of the most strategic positions in the Lutheran church in the world. To 
think that one of us will be in a position to mold the religious thinking of a large 
area of India in the thrilling near future of that great country is most inspiring. 

Another of our members is making a great contribution in a most important area: 
Dr. Edwin Moll is now in Jerusalem as representative of our Foreign mission board 
and the National Lutheran council. He has already performed a great and difficult task 
in investigating the large German Lutheran interests in Palestine and Syria and has 
gained the confidence of all authorities there, both in church and the British govern- 
ment. He is admirably fitted for that post with his former British citizenship, his flu- 
ency in the German language and his previous world-wide experience, including mili- 
tary service in Palestine. We can expect great things if we are successful in gaining 
control of that immense work. | | | 

Two of our recent graduates who have sailed for India during the year have now 
been assigned to their fields: Wilbur Wicklund and Donald Mosling. Douglas Erick- 
son arrived in China and is now in language school in Peiping. 

We feel most fortunate in having a real hero of the Cross at this convention in the 
person of Dr. Charles H. Reinbrecht, for many years a missionary in China, interned 
for four years by the Japanese and recently returned by way of Europe where he in- 
terviewed some of the European boards 

Your Foreign mission board has acquired a capable new executive secretary in the 

person of Dr. Luther A. Gotwald, formerly of India, and has enjoyed the services of 
other returned missionaries to help in the ever increasing work. The Board is awake to 
the world situations and is eager and anxious to re-establish the churches in the lands 
where it was suspended during the war and to strengthen the other fields. It solicits 
the continued prayers and interest and support of every member of this Synod. From 
the world point of view it is imperative that we reach the Church’s goal of a doubled 
ULCA apportionment in 1948. The future of the Kingdom in foreign lands is very 
bright.

REPORT OF THE YOUTH AND CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION SECRETARY 
(May I, 1946, to May I, 1947) 


Trends 


In 1946, our Synod’s Sunday School enrollment advanced another 4.2%, 751 
pupils. This is a good increase (1945 increase, 3.4%, 589 pupils), but this rate of 
increase can be doubled if our schools will make every effort to keep the seniors in 
Sunday School with the advent of the new Senior Dept. lessons in the Christian 
Growth Series, and if they will develop their young people's, adult, and, especially, 
their home departments. 

The Parish and Church School Board has set 1948 as enlistment year. Programs 
for enlisting new pupils are not new in our Synod. Our Sunday School associations 
have promoted them through the years. But the present enlistment program encom- 
passes the whole Sunday School program—evaluating the school’s program, equip- 
ment, efficiency, standards; retaining present scholars and improving attendance, win- 
ning new pupils. St. Mark’s, Minneapolis; St. Mark’s, North St. Paul; Trinity, 
Appleton; St. Timothy, Menasha; St. Paul's, Neenah; Our Saviour's, Fond du Lac, 
will attest to the effectiveness of the program. Every Sunday School ought to use this 
program in whole or in part (at least the evaluation) before the end of 1948. Secre- 
tary Shannon, the pastors of the above congregations, and pastors Finn Hansen, Wood- 
row Jacobson, Milton Johnson, who assisted. will be happy to share their knowledge 
and experience with other schools. 

Luther League has taken a great stride forward in its 51st year. The dues and sus- 
taining membership program has been discarded in favor of a free-will. giving plan. 
Membership is no longer dependent upon individual dues payments. Each state or 
synodical league is given a reasonable share of the national budget, annually adopted 
according to need, as a guide for its giving. It is hoped that every leaguer’s share may 
eventually be contributed in one great offering on Youth Sunday. If we are to have 
an adequate youth program, we will need more financial support than the youth mem- 
bers can give—too many are in the junior-senior high school group, and have no in- 
come. Synodical presidents have this year given permission to the Luther League for 
an appeal to church councils * special gifts to supplement the Youth Sunday offerings. 
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This is especially needed now in view of the fact that this is the first year the Luther 
League of America has operated without dues and with a budget double that of past 
years. Results already evidence the wisdom of the dramatic advance attempted. 

The Children of the Church program is growing in popularity every year. This 
is evidenced by the fact that last year the Children of the Church groups contributed 
more than $19,000 to a $12,000 project. Our Synod, 8th in size, rated 23rd in 
amount of gifts. Children of the Church offers a splendid program for week-day or 
summer school use. Many of our churches use the program, but not enough partici- 
pate in the financial projects. The children’s gifts are divided among the boards of the 
church and the use to which the gifts are put is presented to the children in a manner 
that will inform them of the whole program of the whole church. The new Children 
of the Church Worker's Kit contains a list of film slides and film strips and suggests 
the Children of the Church Units to which they may be adapted. | 

Our Lake Camps promise to become ever more effective. Central ‘Conference has 
purchased a beautiful site on Green Lake, near Chisago City, Minn., and envisions an 
expanded and improved program. Wisconsin Conference has found a site and has al- 
ready begun planning an improved program with emphasis upon a Lake Camp accred - 


itted study plan for all age groups, which will provide more effective training. 


The new camp is on Pine Lake, near Waupaca. A financial campaign is under way 
to pay for it and to erect necessary additional buildings. 


Needs 


There is yet needed more leadership training classes for the teachers in our — 


| School: The Parish and Church School Board estimates that 9/10ths of our nabe, 


have had no special training for their work. 

There is yet needed a realization on the part of some pastors that the success or 
failure of the youth program, of which the Luther League is the heart, depends on 
himself. If he cannot successfully institute and direct the program, he must discover 
the lay leaders who have the gift. Not to do so is to forfeit a most essential ministry 
of the church at the most crucial time in the lives of its members. The Luther League 
does hold many young people to the church; it can hold most of them. If we make 


our youth league- minded, they will be church-conscious and Christ-centered. 


We need a pastor in every congregation (and I am thankful that we have as many 
as we do) who will thoroughly acquaint himself with the whole program of the 
church: who will then adapt the whole program to serve the needs of his whole con- 


gregation; who will select and train the necessary lay leadership to carry on the whole 


program; who will emphasize simplicity of organization and coordination of effort 
and purpose; who will thus bring more souls to Christ and more tee, administer 


the means of grace to the whole congregation. 


Church School 


The Wisconsin Sunday School Association convened at Holy Communion, Racine, 
July 19. 20, 1946. The theme, For Faith and Life“ was effectively developed under 
the discussion of Foundation, Instruction, Inspiration, and Promotion. ‘The 
Rev. C. F. Burmeister, Elkhorn, was elected president. During the year the association 
has promoted enlistment, leadership education, and the ‘lake camp site project; and it 
has continued to publish its excellent paper, Associations“. The 1947 convention 
will be held at Trinity, Appleton, September 11, 12. The theme will be Fer ee 
Increase, Inspire. 

The Central Conference Church School Association convened at St. John's, Mound. 
September 15, 1946. Special attention was given to leadership training, enlistment, 
and the use of visual aids in teaching, under the theme, For Faith and Life.“ The 
Rev. C. B. Lund, St. Paul, was elected president. During the year the association has 
promoted the emphasis of the convention and continued to publish its splendid paper, 
The Church School Bell.“ A leadership school was held in Minneapolis with an 
enrollment of 150 from 14 churches. A one-night institute was held at Zumbrota. 


The 1947 convention will be held at Holy Trinity, Minneapolis, October 26. The 


theme will be, Improve, Increase, Inspire. 
A number of our schools availed themselves of the Parish and Church School 


Board's returned service personnel speakers’ service and found these talks very helpful. 


These speakers will be available again this year. 


Parish School magazine subscribers increased 23% last year. Almost 1/3rd of our 
church school: workers now receive this helpful workbook. < 
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101 congregations reported that 42 regularly offer adult education programs, 62 
offer leadership education classes (41 congregational, 26 cooperative Lutheran schools, 
7 interdenominational schools). 

The Christian Growth Series will be complete beginning in October with the pub- 
lishing of Year I of the Beginner and Senior department lessons. 

The Parish and Church School Board announces that a new series of elective courses 
for young people and adults will be prepared this year; that new leadership texts are 
planned; that the Nursery Packet is being revised; that new literature for week-day 
school will be prepared. 

Miss Eleanor Stelzner, Children’s Worker of the Parish and Church School Board 
will be in our Synod from September 8 to 26. 
| The Parish and Church School Board will hold its annual regional conference at 

Chicago, June 10-13. Last year our Synod was represented by Secretary Shannon, 
Mrs. L. B. Goodrich, who presented a splendid paper on children’s work, and pastors 
J. W. Jacobson and C. W. Fagerlin, presidents of the Wisconsin and Central Confer- 
ence Associations. 

The International Council of Religious Education will convene at Des Moines, 
Iowa, July 23-27. Our Synod will send no delegates but any of our members who 
Bhat to attend may become delegates by securing the proper rp from Secretary 

annon. 


Luther Leaque 
103 churches of the 120 in Synod now report that they have Luther Leagues. One 
church without Luther League does have a new League of Young Adult Lutherans. 


This is 87%, by far the highest we have reached (75% 1946). A conservative esti- 


mate places the number of leaguers at more than two thousand. Fifteen churches now 
report Leagues of Young Adult Lutherans. 1,177 young people attended 11 regular 


state and district league rallies. Districts held other get-togethers not recorded. The 
state leagues plans for redistricting and improving the district organization, set in oper- 


ation a year ago, are showing good effect. Some pastors have expressed a desire for 
periodic rallies for all the youth of the church. These league rallies are for all the 
youth, though naturally planned by the official youth organization. 
Wisconsin League convened at St. Luke's, Waukesha, in August, 1946, will meet 
at Trinity, Appleton, June 29, 30, 1947. Charles Lynch of Waukesha is president. 
Minnesota League convened at Holy Trinity, St. Paul, in November, 1946, will 
meet at Fargo, N. D., St. Mark's, Aug. 30, 31, Sept. 1, 1947. Warren Jorve, Faith, St. 
Paul, is president. 
Montana League ! at Red Lodge in August, 1946, will meet there again this 
August during Bible Camp. Miss Bessie Bergman, Billings, is president. 
The state leagues have done much to offer a good program and they would ask 
the pastors to stir their local leagues to greater financial support of the program. 
- Confirmands’ rallies are being offered in several districts this spring and, if they are 
found effective, plans will be made to hold them throughout the Synod next year. 
Our Synod leagues had 12 representatives at the Luther League of America Conven- 
tion at Pittsburgh in 1946.

Institutes; participated in all Luther 
League and Sunday school conventions, the regional conference of the Parish and 
Church School Board, the Luther League of America convention; attended a meeting 
of the Luther League of America executive committee at Cleveland in October; served 
as Dean of the Minneapolis Teachers Institute; served as general director for the en- 
listment demonstration programs in the Twin Cities and the Fox River Valley under 


Pastor Wm. S. Avery. 


The Vouth Leader has been edited and published every other bnd and sent to 
480 youth workers. Regular articles have been contributed to Synod publications, and 
special articles to the Parish School magazine, a monthly page prepared for the Luther 


League Review on Life Service, topics written for the. Luther League topics quarterlies. 


Our Synod has continued to advance in its Parish Education program and its youth 
work. But much remains to be done. The most effective work is done when your 
secretary meets with the leaders in the local parish and helps them to know and adapt 
the general programs of the church, coordinating them with the whole program of the 
congregation.

The Council faces tremendous opportunities for today. America’s largest student 
generation crowds the campus. This student crowd has a large percentage of veterans. 
The future of the world is being shaped, more than at any other place, in the class- 
rooms of our colleges. 

Dr. Morris Wee accepted the call of the Council to be the Executive Secretary. The 
Rev. Paul Bierstedt is the regional secretary who served on the central territory——which 
includes the Synod of the Northwest. ‘ 

The Council is supporting the work to the best of its financial ability. Much more 
work should be done and will be made possible as appropriations increase. 

Your Committee rejoices in the good work that is being done by campus pastors 
and student counselors at the universities and colleges on the territory of the Synod of 
the Northwest and we do here express our appreciation. We have asked the budget 
committee to increase, if possible, the appropriations to our work at Madison and Min- 
neapolis-St. Paul. There are 28,000 students at the University of Minnesota and 
18,000 at Madison. We hope the Synod will act favorably upon an increased appro- 

riation.

Every Member Visitation 


During the 1946 Red Wing convention, the stewardship committee held dinner 
meetings with the pastors of the Synod to discuss the plans and proposed materials for 
the fall visitation. In Se 8 coaching sessions for congregational finance commit- 
tees were conducted by Paul Wetzler and the stewardship secretary in Madison, 
Neenah, Milwaukee and 71 ve bona of 171 men representing 44 congregations attended 
these sessions to hear and discuss the United Stewardship Advance program.

Two years ago, we as women of the Synod of the Northwest were cooperating wich . 
the general Society in the promotion of its triennial * seeking out, train- 
ing and supporting of at least 12 new missionaries. Fifteen young women answered 
the call, and much more than the $125,000.00 came in through the treasurer of the 
national Society. As a synodical Society, we had set as our goal for the three year 
period, $6,000.00. We, too, went over the top—$7,504. 76 came in through our 
synodical 2 treasurer. Two young women from our territory one a member of 
our Northwest Synod church in Winnipeg — answered the call. 

Our special objective as a general Society for the triennium 1946 1949 is to be a 
‘Triennial Emphasis on Thank-Offering. Again ours synodical Society is falling in 4 
line, and promoting this objective! 5 8 

Asa separate objective each year, the organizations gather in through Lenten offerings 
sufficient monies to assume the entire support of Miriam Treon Miller, missionary to 
Liberia, Africa, and $1,000.00 toward a home mission pastor's support in the Cana- 
dian Northwest. 

Wisconsin conference Society assumes as its objective, the gathering in of 8800.00 
annually for home missions, half of which is for use on this territory. Central confer- 
ence Society gives special Ireen to newly organized congregations in Minnesota. 

It was the privilege of our organization to arrange an itinerary for Sister Mildred 
Winter, field secretary from the coness board of our United Lutheran Church, to 
25 different groups in Wisconsin and part of Minnesota. During the month of October 
she will travel in the Western conference. : 

Our report of June 30, 1946, showed the largest amount ever to come through the 
treasurer's hands—a total of $25,996.29. Inasmuch as the June quarter is er the 
largest, we again hope to set a record for 1946-47. :
